Agua Caliente 
Tribe or individual Indians, were 
com piled bv Indian Agent Law- 
cnce Odle and are available at 
the Indian office at 132 North 
Indian avenue to all interested 
persons. 
The list w as compiled to cl»ar 
up all 
m siunderstandings th at 
prevail aboiit use of Indian land. 
Odle said. "No moving perm its 
can be issued by this office, we 
just lease land," he emphasized. 


REGULATIONS governing In­ 
dian land follow: 
“Houses and trailers on Indian 
land in the City of Palm Springs 
are under state, county an d city 
regulations for ‘fire protection, 
san itatio n and police protection. 
This 
defenitely 
includes 
all 
building and zoning restrictions. 
"Trailers m ay he legally used 
only in sta te 
licensed 
trailer 
cam ps, cannot be moved from 
one location to another inside 
the city lim its w ithout a city 
perm it except from one licensed 
trailer park to another, cannot 
be placed together with houses 
on private land, and cannot be 
rented except for short trip s out 
of the city. 


"NO HOUSE can bo m oved to 
a location w ithin the city w ith­ 
out a perm it from the city' build­ 
ing inspector. You cannot get 
a permit to move the building 
unless 
the 
house 
m eets 
city 
codes and you post a bond to 
guarantee com pletion. You can 
get perm ission to move a sub­ 
standard 
building only if you 
post a bond th at you w ill bring 
it up to city code w ithin a short 
specified tim e. 
"Before you plan to m ove a 
building, be sure th at you can 
get such a building perm it be­ 
fore asking for a lease on Indian 
land. According 
to City O rdi­ 
nance 181, you must have your 
plan to move a building ap­ 
proved 
by 
the city 
planning 
comm ission. The Indian 
office 
is not authorized to give perm its 
to 
move 
buildings on 
Indian 
lands—this m ust be done by the 
city building inspector. 


"NO NEW BUILDINGS facing 
Indian avenue can be b u ilt on 
Indian land before the plans are 
approved by the Tribal Council. 
"O utside the city lim its, the 
sam e general regulations apply 
except th a t in some cases they 
are not so strict. 
Perm its for 
buildings or moving buildings 
inside the county unincorporated 
areas m ust be secured from the 
office at 3425 Eighth street, Riv­ 
erside."

M ackey’s office th at coun v su ­ 
pervisors have the authority to 
change the zoning of th e prop­ 
erty. 
G uiberson had won decontrol 
of the land in 1949 by a county 
referendum , but has tak en no 
steps to construct his proposed 
plant. 
Action to replace con­ 
trol 
w as 
instigated 
by 
Palm 
Springs interests, and the q u es­ 
tion w as turned over to M ackev 
for a legal opinion as to w hether 
the supervisors had the power 
to rezone the land.

MANY PEOPLE WONDER just what sort of a national 
administration this country would have under Adlai Ste­ 
venson. Most voters favor a change and know there will 
be a change if Dwight Eisenhower is elected. The ques­ 
tion in a lot of people’s minds seems to be whether Ste­ 
venson will make enough of a change. 
In contemplating what sort of an administration we 
would have under Stevenson, the first question to con­ 
sider is: How much influence would “Ex-President Tru­ 
man” have on the new chief executive. Present indica­ 
tions are that Truman would take m atters pretty much 
in his own hands as he has during the campaign. He 
wasn’t even urged to make his whistle-stop campaign; 
indeed Stevenson wanted to keep Truman pretty much 
in the background. He has had little success, and it seems 
quite doubtful if Adlai would have things all his own way 
in Washington with Harry looking over his shoulder. Tru­ 
man has served notice that he intends to have a hand in 
politics for a long time. 
So, if Stevenson really wants to make a lot of changes 
in Washington, he is going to get in bad with a lot of 
H arry’s chums. This might result in a messier mess than 
the present one. To get things back in better shape re­ 
quires harmony as much as anything else. A half-cleaned 
suit looks worse than one that is dirty all over—and that 
is just w hat might happen in Washington with Adlai try­ 
ing to clean up H arry’s dirty linen. The chances of ac­ 
complishing anything worth while in the way of some 
much needed changes look pretty slim under the Demo­ 
cratic candidate. 
_ 
It is noticeable that there hasn't been much boasting 
about Stevenson's record as Governor of Illinois. The fact 
is that his record just isn’t too good; certainly not out­ 
standing. The state had a nice surplus when he took over 
and is now in the red. There is nothing to indicate that 
he has any particular ability as an executive. 
On the Communist issue Stevenson’s loyalty is not 
questioned by many but his judgment certainly is. He has 
never spoken out against Alger Hiss or other Reds who 
were in the State Department at the time he was, as Sen, 
Nixon pointed out Monday night. 
We wonder then what kind of an administration Ste­ 
venson would set up in Washington. It is a much bigger 
question mark than an Eisenhower administration. The 
platforms do not mean too much. But much will depend 
on the character and backgrounds of the two men, 
Some people believe that Sen. Robert Taft will exert 
a great deal of influence on an Eisenhower administra­ 
tion. No doubt he will. But he will be working pretty 
much toward the same goal whereas Truman and Steven­ 
son will not—IF Adlai tries to upset H arry’s apple cart. 
It must be realized also that Truman has been the “big 
boss” in Washington for some time now and has much 
greater power than Sen. Taft can command.
